For example, 
an “unskilled” family *having one 
child can spend $4.00 monthly for 
clothes for the parents and the 
child, whereas the “white collar” 
tamily can spend $7.00, It is plain 
that the child of the “unskilled” 
family 1S penalized to the extent 
of $3.00 In warmth and satisfac- 
tion of attire, 


: In the same way a child of the 
unskilled” worker must use $2.50 
less in lights, gas, and water—in 
comfort, cheerfulness and healthy 
surroundings. In the white collar 
caste, the addition of a child to 
the family necessitates, according 
to the SERA, the paying ‘of $3.50 
more in rent; in the case of the 


“unskilled” worker the child de- 
serves an increase of only $2.00
